Many Doubtful States Won, 

When the campaign opened about Sept. 1 
the republican leaders deciared that it would 
be wise to put down as doubtful the states of 
New York, Ohio, Indiana, Minnesota, Kan- 
sas, West Virginia, Maryland, Nebraska, 
both the Dakotas, Utah, Colorado, Montana, 
Idaho, and Nevada. These states have be- 
tween them a total of 151 electoral votes, and 
if all of them could have been carried by Mr. 
Bryan they would have been more than 
enough, in combination with the solid south 
and Missouri and Oklahoma, to have given 
him the election. 

It was evident from the start that in most 
of these so-called doubtful states the repub- 
lieans had dietinct advantage. A prelim- 
inary survey showed that Taft would get a 


majority.in the number of states beyond all 


question if it were not for the confusion 


caused by the violent cr aay 


ing 4 ö governor, with the danger 


which is always apparent in such cases of 
dragging down the national ticket. In West 
Virginia, Kansas, Wisconsin, Michigan, and 
one or two other states there were faction 
fights within the party which for a time 


seemed to threaten the electoral ticket. 


Claims of Party Leaders. 


In the face of all these discouraging fea- 
tures of the early campaign, it is remark- 
able that the situation should have cleared 
up so decidedly. The republican leaders now 
claim New York by 100,000, Ohio by 50,000; 
Indiana, 26,000; Minnesota, 40,000; Kansas, 
30,000; West Virginia, 10,000, while North 
Dakota, South Dakota, and Utah have all 
been transferred into the sure republican 
column. 

This means a total of 118 electoral votes, 
and without almost all of them Mr. Bryan 
cannot possibly be elected. 

According to the republican tables there 
are now only seven really doubtful states 
Maryland, Nebraska, Delaware, Colorado, 
Montana, Idaho, and Nevada. There are 33 
electoral votes in those seven states, andi Mr. 
Taft's managers believe be has an even 
chance to split even on the whole bunch.

Roosevelt Expects a Record, 


He would then fulfill the prediction made 
to me in person by President Roosevelt that 
Taft's vote would be between 800 and 350. 
The president is optimistic. He does not con- 
cede Kentucky to the democrats and hates 
like everything to let go of Missouri. He 
belleves Taft is likely to run up to his own 
record breaking vote of 336 and he has trans- 
ferred a good deal of his confidence to the 
loca] leaders here. 

According to the reports received at the 
republican headquarters and personal letters 
from the fleid, Mr. Taft's various trips have 
had a great effect upon the campaign.

PRESENTS NEEDS OF PUPILS. 


** 


More Than 6,000 Children Lack Accom- 
modations for Education. 


— 


A detailed scheme presented by Supt. E. G. 
Cooley for the expenditure of $8,000,000 
within the next two years on additions to the 
city’s school equipment was approved by 
the committee on buildings and grounds yes- 
terday and ordered laid before the board of 
education. 

Plans for twenty-four new bulldings, 
twenty additions to old structures, and the 
purchase. of several new sites are included 
in Mr. Cooley’s program. That the need of 
this new equipment ig urgent is indicated ina 
startling way by the fac.s presented in the 
report. 

In describing the situation in the various 

school districts the superintendent lists 6,500 
elementary pupils as not properly accom- 
modated.’’ These, he explains, are housed in 
dilapidated and badly ventilated. buildings, 
basement classrooms, portable sheds made 
of sheet tin, and half-day divisions. 
The Gallistel school, at One Hundred and 
Fourth street and Ewing. avenue, for ex- 
ample, has six half-day divisions, three base- 
ment rooms, two port „und one ex- 
cessively small room. The assembly hall 
has been divided into classrooms, and in spite 
of this fact about 400 children are reported as 
„not properly accommouated.” In many of 
the other school districts these conditions are 
duplicated. 

New Buildings Recommended. 
‘Phe new buildings recommended by Mr. 
Cooley and approved by the committeé are:

The north and west sides have 
already been provided with these schools, 
and 2 ‘site has been purchased at Sixty- 
second street and J@:kson Park avenue for 
the South Side Technical High school, but 
no action has been taken with regard to the 
erection of a buiiding.” 

Says: Architect Is Untair. 

Charges of personal animosity and unfair 
diserimination on the part of School Architect 
Dwight H. Perkins were laid before the com- 
mittee in a letter from B. J. Regnell, a build- 
ing contractor. Mr. Regnell declared that a 
$14,500 contract for carpentry work on the 
Fatragut school building had been awarded 
to a higher bidder beeause of Mr. Perkins 
intervention and demanded that the award be 
changed. 

“Mr. Perkins called me into his office,” he 
wrote, and in abusive language said that 
he would recommend that I never be given 
any further board of education work. Iam 
at a lose to understand why he should display 
guch strong feeling in the matter unless he 
had personal animosity toward me.“ 

Mr. Perkine explained that the contractor’s 
work had been uneatiefactory and the com-

WINDOWS BROKEN BY CRASH. 


Hole Is Torn in Roof of e 
pied by Edward Brennan, 


Bomb No. 24 in the gamblers’ warfare was 
exploded last night at the saloon of Edward 
Brennan, 6810 Cottage Grove avenue. A 
hole was torn in the roof and windows were 
smashed in adjoining buildings. 

Two weeks ago, after the explosion at 
Johnny Rogers’ saloon in West Madison 
street, Chief Shippy announced that there 
would be no more bomb throwing. In view of 
what happened at Brennan's resort, the chief 
has another guess coming. 

Since the chief went on record as saying 
thére would be no more “ monkey doodle 
dusiness, two bombs have been thrown at 
saloons. Last week Barney Marcus, a sa- 
loonkeeper in Fourteenth street, between 
Indiana and Michigan avenues, was a wie- 
tim The police say that this bomb was 
thrown by a business rival of Marcus and that 
gambiing had nothing to do with it. 


Handbook in the Resort. 

But the Brennan bomb, the police admit, 
was not the work of a rival liquor seller. It is | 
no secret that a handbook is made at Bren- 
nan's resort, and the Woodlawn police, for 
some reason, are blind to the fact. This hand- 
book is not of yesterday or of a week ago, 
It has been in operation for years, and a 
policeman would have to be deaf, dumb, and 
blind not to know it. 

Brennan's saloon is a two story building 
in front, but only one story in the rear. It 
was on the roof of the rear that the bomb 
was exploded. This part of the building is 
used as a billiard and pool room. Several 
patrons were playing at the tables when the 
bomb crashed through the roof over their 
heads. 

The explosion was at 6:45 o'clock, the earli- 
est hour that any of the series of bomb- 
throwings have occurred. Between 8 and 
8 o’clock has been the favorite hour of the 
mysterious dynamiter. He was compelled to 
start work earlier for the reason that detec- 
tives have been guarding the Brennan resort 
every night for the last two weeks from 7 
o'clock p. m. to 1a. m. 


Warned by Anonymous Letter. 

Brennan received an anonymous letter the 
day after the Rogers bomb throwing, warn- 
ing bim that he was to be the next victim. 
He turned the letter over to Capt. Me- 
Weeney of the Woodlawn police, and that 
official détailed two men to watch for the 
dynamiter. ; 

It is the opinion of the police that the 
bomb thrower became aware of the trap 
set to catch him and he fooled the watchers 
by getting to the saloon fifteen minutes 
ahead of them. 

The explosion tere a hole two feet square 
in the roof and smashed the rear windows. 
The force of the bomb also was felt at the 
saicon of Rosenswelg 4 Fredericks, 6312 
Cottage Grove avenue, and at John Biehi's 
saloon, 6308. Windows in both places were 


broken.

Both Buildings Are Crowded. 

Both buildings were packed to the roof with 
cheering crowds. City Attorney O. M. Jones 
presided at the theater meeting and first in- 
troduced Gen. Howard, who reviewed the 
achievementa of the republican party since 
Lincoln, and delivered another eulogy of 
Speaker Cannon, advising all the veterans 
especially to vote for him. 

He was follewed by the Rev. Mr. Dinwiddie, 
former leader of the National Anti-Saloon 
league, who indorsed the action of Speaker 
Cannon in congress on matters affecting tem- 
perance legislation and replied to the allega- 
tione of the anti-ealoon leaders made in the 
present campaign.

- Denies Choking Liquor Bill. 

Speaker Cannon, at the requést of the Rev. 
F. M. Bristol, bishop of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church of Indianapolis, addressed him an 
open letter in answer to the question put to 
the speaker, Did the speaker prevent the 
house from taking a vote on the Littlefield 
bil?“ Mr. Cannon, in his letter, had this to 


y: 

“I have answered that question many 
times in my campaign and to those who 
have asked it in person or by letter. I 
suppose you have not seen that answer, 
and I cheerfully comply with your re- 
quest. I did not prevent the house from 
considering the Littlefield bill or voting 
upon it, and I will add that I had no power 
to prevent the house from doing either, 
for, as Mr. Littlefield says in his letter 
to me, dated Sept. 12, ‘There are no 
rules, there is no committee on rules, and 
there is no speaker that can prevent a 
majority of the house’ from taking up 
any measure and acting upon it at any 
time.’ 

In the first session of the Sixtieth con- 
gress the Littlefielg bill was not reported 
from the committee on the judiciary. The 
speaker had no power to compe! that com- 
mittee to report that or any other bill 
referred to it under the rules, or to pre- 
vent the committee from reporting any 
bill. ever which it bad jurisdiction. The 
committee not having reported the bill, 
the speaker, as a matter of course, did 
not prevent the house from considering 
it or voting upon it, 

Tells Action on Bill. 

“But your question may refer to the 
Fifty-ninth congress. In the second, or 
short, session of that congress, Mr. Little- 
field ‘presented to the house on Jan. 24, 
1007, a favorable report on that bill. A 
few days iater a minority of the commit- 
tee submitted a report against the bill. No 
motion was ever made In the house to take 
up that bill for consideration, nor was any 
recognition asked for that purpose. 

It was in the power of any member of 
the house, if he had with him a majority, 
by raising the question of consideration 
to have brought the Littlefield bill before 
the house fer action, and it was not in the 
power of the speaker to have prevented 
action. It is a matter of record that no 
member of the house in that congress de- 
manded action in the premises, ‘and, the 
Fifty-ninth congress expiring on the 4th ° 
day of March, 1907, all bills not enacted 
into law died with its termination. 


Names Two of Accusers. 

“It has been said that a lie is an un- 
truth told to those who have a right to 
‘the truth. The churches and the Ant 
Saloon league employ agents to investt- 
gate legislative situations and report to 
them the truth on which to base action. 
The Rev. P. A. Baker of Columbus, O., 
is the general superintendent of the Anti- 
Saloon league. I have not the honor of 
his a¢quaintance and do not remember 
to have ever met or seen him. The Rev. 
Mr. S. E. Nicholson is the legislative su- 
perintendent of the Anti-Saloon league 
in Washington. I have met him. These 
two agents seem to be responsible for the 
misstatements that have been circulated, 
The league and the churches which em- 
ployed these agents had a right to the 
truth, but they did not get it from them. 

“They both state that as speaker I 
packed the judiciary committee to pre- 
vent the report of the Littlefield bill, ana 
specify particularly that I did not reap- 
point in the Sixtieth congress Representa- 
tive Pearre of Maryland to the commit- 
tee on the judiciary for the reason that 
he favored the Littlefield bill. These, 
each and all, are falsehoods, deliberate 
falsehoods, which have been repeated in 
the face of denials from the speaker, Mr. 
Littlefield, and republican members of 
the judiciary committee. a 


Shows: One False Statement.

Let us consider even at this late moment in 
the campaign to what extent these ne 
are correct. Mr. Taft was the first man to 
discover and apply the doctrine of injunctions 
in labor disputes. it been only the one 
decision rendered by Taft in the case of the 
Toledo and Ann Arbor ratiroad company, that 
might have been passed over as a merely tem- 
porary aberration of a judge, but it has 
passed into precedent. 


Pited in All Tabor Cases. 


Today it is being cited in every cage in Which 


the rights of labor are set up as against the 
rights of capital. It was the decision upon 
which Justios Gould of the District of Colum- 


bia, a republican appointee, based his de- 
cision which prohibited Mr. Gompers, John 


Mitchell, and other labor leaders from dar- 
ing to state that a certain stove company was 
unfair. That case is still pending and will 
probably go to the United States Supreme 
court. 

That is the record which Taft has as a 
friend of labor. What about the Roosevelt 
record? The greatest printing office in the 
United States, certainly, and probably the 
greatest one in the world, is the government 
printing office at Washington. Until Mr. 
Roosevelt assumed control of all the depart- 
ments this office, although conducted under 
republican presidents, had been a union shop. 
What happered after the big stick of the 
former civil service reformer was wielded 
over the government printing office? 

The government Tr office had been a 
union office. Undet the direction of the late 
Frank W. Palmer, a man whom all print- 
ers love to honor, it had been conducted with- 
out friction and with great success. Mr. 
Roosevelt found it necessary to remove Mr. 
Palmer. 
who was a bitter enemy to all union printers. 
Stillings immediately began to make of the 
government printing office an open shop 
with the apparent purpose of making it ul- 
timately a nonunion shop. 


Intricate System of Audits. 


Incidentally Mr. Stillings installed a system 
of auditing which involved the expenditure 
of enormous sums of money, producing no 
result whatsoever. Complaint was made to 
Roosevelt time after time, but he stood by 
his nonunion pet until at last a congres- 
sional committee convinced him he was back- 
ing a man who connived at extravagance, if 
not at graft. 

Roosevelt fought to the last ditch to save 
his precious Stillings, and only discharged 
him when it was shown that thie man, who 
was trying to save monty for the government 
by employing nonunion printers, wag spend- 
ing more money in a subsidy to an audit 
company whose work was worthless and ut- 
terly without reason. 

Ine labor union#w had pleaded ‘with Mr. 
Roosevelt for representation in the office of 
the public printer. Their pleas were met 
with indifference or with discourtesy. They 
got no answer whatsoever, and Stillings was 
protected by the administration until the 
proof of his complicity in extravagance, or 
worse, became so definite Mr. Roosevelt was 
compelled against his own 25 to throw him 
out. 


Foe of Labor 1 


In all that Taft did, both in Panama and 
Manila, he was the frank and outspoken op- 
ponent of everything for which organized 
labor stood, the bitter enemy of all that or- 
ganized labor still stands for. This fact is 
not extraordinary. The man who invented 
government by injunction could not have 
found in his later years any particular 
friendship for the working class. He cer- 
tainly has shown none. 

‘The last rally of both parties comes in New 
York. New York, after all, is sure to be the 
battleground. But the democratic party in 
that state is united as neber before. Mr. 
Bryan hes received such ovations as were 
never prior to this year granted him there. 
Tammany is fighting strongly and well, and 
all reports to the contrary are made out of 
whole cloth ard with intent to deceive. 

This year Lewis Stuyvesant Chanler, who 
headed that part of the Hearst ticket which 
was elected, is the candidate for governor. 


His election is assured. The states of New 


York, Ohio, and Indiana are the fighting 
ground, and in my judgment all three lean 
toward the democratic ticket.

In Maryland there is a curious situation, so 
Iam told.

They have always 
looked upon him with suspicion, and Mary- 
land has been for sound money from the 
start. Four years ago the electoral ticket 
was divided, the republicans getting one 
and the democrats sever electors. . This was 
entirely due to the unfamiliarity with the new 
form of ballot and the mistake is not likely 
to be repeated. 

It is the fear of the negro and not love 
for Bryan which is bringing the democratic 
business men, particularly in Baltimore, 
back into line for the party candidate.

CAFE FRAUDS END FRIENDSHIP 


Three Alleged Swindlers Forget 
They Know Each Other. 


BONDS ARE FIXED AT $5,000. 


Boston Detective Pieks De Vine as Man 
Wanted in the East. 


The road which lies between broiled squab 
@ la palace and beef stew a la Harrison street 
police station is a rough one, and he who 
travels it finde little cause for hope. 

At least two of the men who reached from 
the bars of their celle in the police station 
yesterdap to receive their beef bew had made 
the trp ta but a few hours. They. were. Fos- 
ter, H. Hooper, broker and local manager fer 
E. M. Dean. a. Grand Rapids brokerage con- 
bern; and Edwin C. De Vine, broker, charged 
by the pollce witha score of big bond frauds. 

It may have been the food, or it may have 
been the sudden change of environment, but 
certain it is that these mem and Howard L. 
Browning, broker, who now is occupying a 
similar position at the county jail, all sud- 
denly ceased to know each other. The three 
men are credited with participating in many 
enjoyable little banquets at downtown cafés 
where they cashed drafts, but they couldn’t 
remember having been close friends—hardly 
hed a speaking acquaintance, they said. 


Grief Displaces Gayety. 


But the most pathetic scene in the drama 
was not enacted in the cells at the police 
station. Out at the De Vine apartments, 
4861 Greenwood avenue, there was a gather- 
ing of gueste at what was to have been a 
birthday anniversary party for Mrs. De 
Vine—a bride of five months. 

The events of the preceding twenty-four 
hours, however, had changed the affair from 
one of gayety to one more like a funeral. Mrs. 
De Vine tearfully went over the tale of the 
arrest of her husband with the arrival of 
each guest and indignantly denounced the 
authorities, whom she believed were conspir- 
ing against her bueband. 

“Only think.“ she wept. “ This was to 
have been the happiest day of our married 
life. Edwin had looked forward to this time 
for weeks and now-I can hardly peat it—he 
is sleeping in a dirty cell among those ter- 
rible burglars and thieves.” n 

On,a table in the rear of the flat was a 
pile of packages which had been intended to 
bring happiness to the heart of the young 
woman. But they were unnoticed and un- 
opened. a 

In the meantime the police were active in 
their effort to obtain evidence to support 
their belief that De Vine is the most danger- 
ous confidence man in the country. 


Say De Vine Was Leader. 


If they are able to substantiate the charges 
they have made against him they. will 
show that he was the leader of the trio 
which has separated Chicago eating and 
drinking places and Boston brokerage con- 
cerns from $200,000. Half the charges were 
substantiated in the afternoon, when a Bos- 
ton detective arrived in the city and was 
taken to the Harrison street station to see 
De Vine. The prisoner was led out and 
placed in a line with a dozen others and the 
detective was asked if he saw the man he 
wanted. : 

“J am pretty certain that is the man,” he 
said, pointing at De Vine. He has changed 
some, but he has the same debonair air that 
took among the financiers down east. I am 
pretty certain this is the man.” 

But De Vine calmly looked the detective 
over and told him he was making the mistake 
of his life. 

„ haven't put over any ewindles such as 
have been described,” he exclaimed in an 
angry voice. I don’t travel with these men, 

As for draft kiting, I put some small ones 
through the Kenwood Trust and Savings 
bank, believing they were good. When they 
dame back marked no funds,’ I signed notes 
to cover the amount—$500. I paid what I 
could on them and if anybody has anything 
against me on that score they can reach me 
through a civil suit, not a criminal charge. 

“tT haven't been away from Chicago for 
two years, and, of course, could have had 
nothing to do with that Boston bond fraud 
which the police are talking about.” 


Bonds Fixed at $5,000. 

Earlier in the day Judge Dicker had heard 
the charges against De Vine and Hooper and 
after fixing their bonds set Nov. 6 as the date 
ot the hearing. Browning also will be given 
a hearing at the same time. The judge first 
fixed the bonds of each man at $1,500. After 
hearing from the Boston detective, however, 
he increased De Vine's bonds to $2,000. Capt. 
O’Brien had something to say to him later 
in the morning and the bonds took another 
jump—this time to $5,000.

Bonds Fixed at $25,000. ;

bonds fixed at $25,000, and Michel pro- 
tested in vain. He offered his wife's ceed to 
one of the properties and $9,000 in cash, but 
the offer was declined. Michel got into com- 
munication with his lawyer and other friends 
and was given three hours in which to pro- 
cure bail. He expects to be freed on bonds 
this morning. 


Fivé persons have been convicted. of the 


crime of harboring alien women to date, but 
only one, Joseph Ochsner of South Chicago, 
has been Sentenced. Judge Bethea in that 
case imposed a fine of $2,500 and directed that 
Ochsner serve two and one-half years in the 
penitentiary.

DEATH SUMMONS JAMES KERR 


Democratic Leader in Pennsylva- 
nia Succumbs to Long Illness. 


WINNER IN MANY FIGHTS. 


Defeat of Guffey in Denver Convention 
Climax of Career. 


New York, Oct. 30.—(Special.]—James Kerr, 
capitalist and mémber of the democratic na- 
tlonal committee from Pennsylvania, died 
from liver trouble at 12:40 o’clock this morn- 
ing at his country home om Premium Point, 
near New Rochelle. 

Mr. Kerr the 4 the sensational 
fight in the democratic. Rational convention 
in which James M. Guffey, forme commit- 
teeman, and his delegation was thrown out. 
This resulted in the leadership of the demo- 
cratic party in Pennsylvania being taken 
from Guffey for a time at least. 

Mr. Kerr began life as a country store- 
keeper in Clearfield, a little country town. 
His first important political office was that 
of congressman in 1888. It was while serving 
thie term that Mr. Kerr first met Mr. Bryan 
and became his friend and supporter. Later 
he became prominent in democratic politics 
in Pennsylvania as campaign manager, but 
retired in 1891 to apply himself to business. 
In this he was successful and his railroad in- 
vestments and coal properties soon gained 
him a fortune. 

When Bryan was nominated in 1896 Mr. 
Kerr again entered the active political fleld. 
Harrity, then leader of the party in the state, 
was opposed to Bryan’s silver idea and Kerr 
became the leader. He was ousted in 1897 by 
Guffey, but had his revenge at Denver, when 
with Bryan’s aid and the “stained glass 
controversy string the wrath higher, the 
Guffey delegation was thrown from the 
democratic ranks. 


OBITUARY. 


DR. J. K. DUBOIS, brother of United 
States Senator Frederick T. Dubois, and 
formerly a well known physician of Chi- 
cago, died suddenly Oct. 26 in Boise City, 
Idaho, according to word received in Chicago 


in Chicago today, en route to Springfield, 
III., where it will be buried. It will be met 
at the depot by a delegation of Knights 
Templar. Dr. Dubois is survived by a widow 
and daughter, who live at 18 Maple street.

Mr. Kelly was born in Chicago and entered 
the West Indiam trade in 1871. He was for- 
merly president of the Oriental bank, presi- 
dent of a large number of sugar companies 
in the West Indies, and director of various 
inetitutione, including the United Fruit com- 
pany. - 

THOMAS GREENWAY, former premier of 
Manitoba and member of the railway com- 
mission of Canada, died unexpectedly in 
Ottawa, aged 70 years. He was at the head 
of the government which broke the Canadian 
Pacific railway monopoly in western Canada 
and brought the Northern Pacific railway 
into Manitoba twenty years ago.

SHOWS SCORN OF CURTIS. 


Purchase of Stocks Defended by 
Claim Other Banks Were

‘MUSEE OF ANATOMY’ COMING; 
CLARK STREET PROTESTS. 


Neighbors of Old Dime Museum at 150 
Shocked to Discover Dr. Czarra Has 
Leased the Building. 


Pr y owners and tenants of buildings 
in Clark street; between Monroe and Madi- 
son, are protesting against the installation 
of a musee of anatomy in the building at 
150 Clark street, formerly occupied by the 
old Kohl & Middieten museum. 

The building, which is owned by Francis 
D. Everett of Highland Park, has been 
leased by Dr. Conrad -Czarra, whose museym 
of anatomy at 344 State street will be trans- 
ferred to the Clark street building next Mon- 
day. Dr. Czarra,. who conducts similar mu- 
geurns n New York, Washington, and San 
Francisco, has leased the building for ten 
years at $12,000 a year, 

Negotiations have been carried on quietly 
and none of the adjoining property owners 
and tenants knew of them until yesterday. 
Then they quickly began circulating a peti- 
tion asking Mayor Busse to revoke the license 
of the new tenant on the ground that the 
museum is a nuisance. 

“JT have made careful inquiries about Dr. 
Czarra and I found him to be first class,“ 
sald Mr. Everett. There is nothing wrong 
with his museum. I'd rather have a mu- 
seum of anatomy in the building than a 
Saloon. I haven't heard anything about ob- 
jecting neighbors. They should concentrate

Agreement to Pool Issues and Di- 


vide Profits Stores Up Trou- 
ble for Three More. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 30.—Officiale of two of 
the largest structural steel companies in the 
city, David H. Andrews, president of the 
Bostom Bridge works, and Charles N. Fitts, 
secretary of the New England Structural 
company, pleaded guilty today to an indict- 
ment charging them with collusion imobtain- 
ing contracts from the city of Boston. 

Each paid a fine of $1,000 and im addition 
paid $5,000 to the elty for extra profite which 
the two companies are said to have derived 
from the contracts. 

The case was istituted as the suggestion 
of the Boston finance commission, whose re- 
port was quoted by President Roosevelt in a 
message to congress on April 27 last, in which 
the president asked for more power ip the 
prosecution of sults against corporations. 


Five Firms Are in the Net. 

As the result df the report of the finance 
commission five men, as many 
companies im this city, were indicted on 
chargee of collusion. They were, in addition 
to Andrews and Fitts, Duncan H. Russell, 
treasurer of the Jamee Russell Boiler com- 
pany; Charles F. Koopman, president of the 
Cunningham tron works, and John E. Lynch, 
treasurer of the Boller co 

Andrews and Fitts were charged with com 
spiracy in submitting bids for the eonstruc- 


tion of two bridges, agreeing that they would | 


divide the profite if either received 4 con- 
tract. The Boston Bridge company received 
the contract.for one bridge, and the New 
England Structural company the contract for 
the other, the contracts aggregating $130, 400. 


Pleas of Guilty by Defense. 

When Andrews and Fitts appeared before 
Judge Harris in the Superior Criminaj court 
today, Assistant District Attorney McGet- 
terich stated that they were ready to plead 
guilty to the indictment and that the gov- 
ernment would be satisfied with a fine, He 
also stated that suits instituted by the city 
against the two companies had been settled 
by the payment by the defendants of $5,000 
the amount of the profit made on the two 
contracts. 

The indictments against the other three 
officials are still pending.

THE MIGHTY TASK OF GOVERNMENT. 
III. 

President Roosevelt has said that the 
present administration has seen the enact- 
ment of more laws in the interest of labor 
than had been put upon the federal stat- 
ute books since the founding of the re- 
public. 

That assertion has not been and cannot 
be challenged. The campaign has been 
resonant with Mr. Bryan’s asseverations 
of the democratic party's devotion to the 
plain people, while Mr. Gompers has 
filled the air with his tirades against in- 
junctions and flashed his magic lantern 
bugaboo of the Injunction Judge upon the 
political curtain. 

The fact remains—supported by the 
tangible evidence of such laws as the 
employers’ 
act, the safety appliance act, and laws 
for compensation to injured federal work- 
men and for shortening hours of work for 
railroad trammen— that a § republican 
president and a republican congress have 
expressed in substantial form the will of 
the party and of the nation -ith respect 
to social reform. Nothing it. has done, 
not even its aggressive and efficient grap- 
pling with the problems of uuregulated 
combination and virtual monopoly, has 
proved so clearly as this the vitality of 
the republican party as an instrument of 
progressive government. 

As a friend of the people Mr. Bryan 
ought to be exceptionally strong on this 
side of his policy, and, of course, ‘he is 
“in favor” of all these achieved social 
reforms as well as any other reform, real 
or unreal, that may be mentioned to him 
by way of making conversation. Yet he 
never has had the zeal to place them 
among his paramount issues. He always 
has been too busy preaching nostrums 
like free silver and deposit guaranty or 


anti-imperialism.

Any fair jury sitting upon the case of 
Taft as a judge would only need the testi- 
mony of his opinion in the Narramore 
case to give him a verdict. In that case 
Judge Taft refused to follow the rule 
generally laid down nullifying statutes 
requiring safety appliances, and he de- 
clared that the doctrine of assumed risk 
did not divest an employer of responsi- 
bility for a failure to obey a safety appli- 
ance law simply because a laborer had 
voluntarily accepted employment knowing 
the appliances were not provided,

In 1892 the people of Illinois elected a 
democratic governor sand put in office a 
complete democratic administration—one 
break in fifty-two years of otherwise un- 
interrupted republican control. The gov- 
thus elected was a strong man 
physically and mentally. The qualities of 
his leadership were such as to enable him 
to survive what to weaker men would 
have been the crushing burden of a dis- 
astrous admmistration.

The succeeding republican administra- 
tion inherited wreckage. 

For the first time since that failure in 
administration the democratic party is 
looking with hope towards the state 
offices. Twelre years of irresponsibility 
have not improved the quality of its 
Leaders in this state, and the candidate 
they offer for the position of chief re 
sponsibility encourages no illusions.

MR. ROCKEFELLER HAS HIS TURN. 


It is early enough to. 
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ORD MINTO, it is reported in official 
circles in London, has arranged to re- 
sign the viceroyalty of India early next 
spring, not on the ground of. any dis- 
agreement with the home government, 

but owing to the condition of the health 6f his 
wife. India has never suited the constitution 
of Lady Minto, who found the sudden change 
from Canada extremely trying. Ever the so- 
called cool season in India has affected her 
health injuriously, and her physicians have 
insisted in the most urgent manner that this 
shall be her last winter in India, and that 
when she comes home in the spring. whem the 
hot weather sets in, it should be tor g00d 
and all.

A portion of these years may be profitably 
employed as viceroy of India, which would 
enable him to keep his name before the pub- 
lic, evem while outside the barriers of the 
political arena at home Naturally, the ac- 
ceptance of a colonial satrapy, no matter how 
magnificent, by a @uccessful and conspicu- 
ous member of the Rouse of commons, ie in- 
variably regarded as getting temporarily out 
of the race for the goal of every statesman’s 
aspirations—namely: the office of prime min- 
ister. But, all things considered, it is ex- 
tremely probable that Winston Churchill wil] 
follow next spring the example of Lord Cur- 
zon, and abandon for 4 time the halle of 
Westminster for the splendores of government 
house, Calcutta.

Lord Wolverhampton, who bas just been ap- 
pointed lord president of the privy council, ts 
‘a peer of relatively new creation, and will be 


name of Sir Henry Fowler. Lord Wolver- 
hampton is the son of a Wesleyan minister. 
Born at Sunderland, he adopted the profes- 
sion of law, not as a member of the bar, but 
as a solicitor, and was the firet memberyvof 
that branch of the legal calling to attain the 
rank of cabinet minister, just in the same 
way as he was the first Methodist to ever 
receive a seat in the privy council, of which 
he has now become the president. 

The acknowledged champion of the noncon- 
formist element, he carried the parish council 
law, a most revolutionary piece of legislation, 
through parliament in the teeth of the opposi- 
tion of the established church, of the entire 
bench of bishops and archbishops, and of the 
squirearchy; and while secretary of state 
for India, a marvelous speech which he de- 
livered on the subject of cotton duties saved 
the cabinet to which he belonged from what 
seemed to be certain defeat, winning for it 
not its ordinary majority of 40, but one of 195. 
A man who can thus way a legislature by 
means Of eloquent oratory and convincing 
argument is a statesman of no mean order, 
and it is only due to his advanced age (he ts in 
the neighborhood of 80) that he has not re- 
mained more fully in public view as far ag the 
people of America are concerned. 

Like others of strong character and power- 
ful individuality, he is possessed of certain 
idiosyncrasies. One of these is his positive 
aversion to riding in a carriage with his face 
to the horse’s tail, and although as lord 
president of the privy council, he ls now one 
of the grandest dignitaries of the realm, he 
will insist upon sitting with his back to the 
horses. This leads to the odd spectacle ot the 
back seat of his carriage being either left 
vacant or else occupied by his y F private 
secretary.

Arthur Coventry, cousin of the present 
Lord Coventry, and like him a grandson of 
the eighth earl, ie mentioned as destined to 
take the place of Lord Marcus Beresford as 
manager of the king’s racing stable and stud 
farm at the end of the present racing season.

lord of the admiralty, Admiral of the Fleet 
Sir John Fisher, who {s almost constantly in 
the company of the king.

Lord Marcus is by no means smooth 
tongued, and prior to the king’s accession 
had several spats with the then heir ap- 
parent, which, though attracting less atten- 
tion among the outer public than those of 
Lord Charles, nevertheless were character- 
ized by a considerable amount of vehcmence. 
Edward VII. is, however, no longer as in- 
dulgent and as ready to forgive and forget as 
he was when prince of Wales, indeed he can- 
not afford to be so, and the result is that old 
time associations have been strained to the 
breaking point. 

Apropos of Lord Charles Beresford, who 
has arranged to resign his command imme- 
diately after the new year, eager for his free 
say in parliament, and unwilling to continu 
under the present administration of the ad- 
miralty, it seems that he has inaugurated 
during his term as eommander-in-chief of 
the channel fleet, a plan which might be fol- 
towed with advantage in other navies. Du 
ing the morning he has been wont to 
the command of the fleet to one of the ad- 
mirals or one of the senior captains, so as to 
accustom them to maneuvering large naval 
forces,

In the afternoon he would himself assume 


that the captains of each of the men of war 
should syrrender the command of their ves- 
sele to their senior lieutenants, so ag to en- 
able the latter to acquire a sense of respone!- 
bility, and experience in the management of 
a ship. In this way the channel squadron 
has become under Lord Charles Beresford a 
great school of strategy and of tactics, How

NEWS OF THE THEATERS. 


Thomas Orchestra. 

“©. that was the best one yet,“ was the ex- 
clamation of one enthusiastic young woman 
as she rose from her seat yesterday afternoon 
after the Thomas Orchestra concert in Or- 
chestra hall. Just how long a period the 
fair epeaker’s yet " included is not known, 
but certain it ie that the audience as a whole 
seemed to agree that the afternoon of music 
which Mr. Stock and his men had proffered 
was enjoyable in even more than the cus 


tomary degree. 

Exactly what was responsible for this en- 
hancement of usual pleasure is fairly easy to 
determine. The room was cooler, for one 
thing, and that added much to the listener’s 
capability for enjoying. The orehestra had 
one of ite peculiarly brilliant days, and the 
program was made up of compositions which 
proved especially inspiriting and attractive. 
It was one of those fortuitous combining of 
all favoring conditions and circumstances 
which cause both performers and hearer to 
feel a concert is one above the average. 

The afternoon began with the Love’s 
Springtime Overture of Georg Schumann. 
There are few of the modern composers who 
display so much of healthy sentiment, such 
a fine sense of true humor, and so much of 
what perhaps might be described as sponta- 
neous ability as does this present dey bearer 
of a name high honored in the music world. 
All that he writes impresses as having been 


then executed by a process of hard thinking 
and laborious fashioning, but because its 
author had a real emotion or an actual 
thought to exprese and expressed it in music, 
since the tonal language is the one most 
natural and congenial to him. He writes 
easily, fluently, and convincingly. 

This does not mean that it is believed Georg 
Schumann has not worked and studied. He 
must have done much of both in order to be- 
come the eloquent composer he is. But he 
has mastered the technic of his art and now 
makes it wholly subservient to his musical 
desires. His music rouses, stirs, and moves 
the listemer, and Chicago has had nothing 
from his pen that equals in spontaneity, 
charm, and inspiring uplift the ‘* Love’s 
Springtime played yesterday. It has all 
the elevation of spirit that belongs to the 
awakening of nature herself. and to that 
glorifying period in humanity’s existence 
when love vivifies and makes golden all this 
gray old world. It has the true springtime 
pulse and stress in it, anq the auditor must 
be leaden indeed who can hear it and not 
feel his blood surging a little faster and his 
breath coming a little quicker. There seem- 
ingly were no such auditorsin Orchestra hall, 
for the splendid number splendidly played 
was received with elation and enthusiasm by 
every one present.

The novelty of the concert came in the form 
of the Kaleidoscope,“ by Heinrich Gottlieb 
Noren, which yesterday had its firet perforn:- 
ancein America. This work. which consists 
of a theme, eleven variations and a fugue, 
hae been the recipient of uncommon pub- 
licity owing to the fact that Richard Strauss 
publishers were kind enough to demand in- 
demnity for the using by Noren in the last 
division of Kaleidoscope of two themes 
from Strauss’ “ Life of a Hero.“ The matter 
was carried to court and the German judges, 
with a bumor which can be described as noth- 
ing less than delicious, decided the dispute 
in Noren’s favor by declaring solemnly that 
the Strauss excerpts were not melodies,S 
but themes and therefore no infringement 
of the copyright law which protects melo- 
dies had taken place. 

This amusing dispute gave Noren imme- 
diate fame, but his position will restenot on 
this laweu‘t, but upon his Kaleidoscope 
itself.

MANENT FORM. 


Text Edited by President Sparks, 
Issued by the Illinois State His- 
torical Library; a Notable Task 
Well Done. 


O few of the citizens of Chicago and 
the state of Illinois know of the good 
work carried on by the State Histor- 
ical library that it is in the nature ot. a 
public service to call attention to it. 

Much of the history of the state has been 
gathered from scattered and tnaccessible 
sources, put into excellent literary form, and 
published in stout volumes, adequately l- 
lustrated, under the general title of ‘* Col- 
lections of the Illinols State Historical II- 
brary,“ the whole cost of production having 
been defrayed by appropriations made for 
the purpose by the Illinois general assemtyy. 

Third and latest of these volumes is the first 

of a series to be devoted to Abraham Lin- 
coln, the greatest figure in the annals of 
the state. It contains *‘THE LINCOLN- 
DOUGLAS DEBATES OF 1858," and has 
been edited, with introduction and notes, by 
President Edwin Erle Sparks. The text of 
the speeches is that of the Columbus. O., édi- 
tion of 1860; but Prof. Sparks has gone to the 
trouble of comparing them with the originals 
those of Lincoln with the files of the Chi- 
cago Press and TRIBUNE, and those of Doug- 
las with the Chicago Times. Al! changes 
made by the Columbus editor are indicated 
in foot notes, and the present text also shows 
the numerous interruptions of the speeches 
by the audiences. By means of newspaper 
extracts and plentiful drafts upon the fund 
of reminiscence, Prof. Sparks has contrived 
to give a vivid picture of the setting in this 
contest of two men “so evenly matched in 
polemical power, yet so unlike in tempera- 
ment and in physical appearance.” 

The tremendous influence exerted upon na- 
tional politics by the set debate during the 
Illinois senatorial canvase of 1858 is too 
well known to require comment here. In his 
preface Prof. Sparks makes clear the reason 
for his book’s existence: 

While the campaign was local in its inception, 
it became national in its significance and tm fits 
results. The issues as brought out in the debate, 
especially in the speech of Douglas at Freeport, 
widened, if they did not open, the breach 
between him and the southern democrats, made a 
Split in the convention of 1960 4 foregone conclu- 
gion, and thereby paved the way for republican 
success and the election of Abraham Lincoln to the 
presidency. The debate also marked the high tide 
of the stump method of campaigning; it fur- 
nishes, through the unusual space given it in news- 
paper reports, an opportunity to study (dis unique 
phenomenon of frontier life; while the increasing 
number of printing presses, the extension of the 
mall routes, and consequent changes im campaign 
methods, lend to thie eanvase the melancholy in- 
terest of a passing show. The speeches themselves 
are of a high order of debate, and of unusual im- 
port; these of Douslas set forth hie untenable 
position and his impossible theory tm the clearest 
terms; those of Lincoln state the arguments of the 
new. republican party as they had not been out- 
lined before; and the combined effect of the whole 
is a survey of the political aspect of the day not 
to be found elsewhere. 

The editor has done his work well. Be- 
sides his care in the presentation of the 
text of the speeches, his judicious selec- 
tion of newspaper articles, and his wealth 
of stories and anecdotes amassed from 
countas people and books, Prof. Sparks has 
writtem a scholarly, comprehensive history 
of the whole campaign. The volume is lib- 
erally illustrated with portraits and views 
of the scenes of the debates. -

DECISION EXPECTED TODAY. || 


Rule Declared to Operate Against St. 
Louis and Chicago Shippers. 


The right of the Interstate commerce com- 
mission to estebliesh the principle that 


through freight rates shall be less than the 


sums of the local rates between the same 
points was attacked before the United States 
Cireult court yesterday by the attorneys for 
eleven railroads operating between Chicags 
and the Missouri river. The roads have ap- 
plied for an interlocutory order suspending 
the order of the commission reducing the 
rates between the Miseiseippi and the Mis- 
souri rivers by 9 cents a hundred pounds, 
whem applied to through traneportation from 
the Atlantic seaboard. i 

The application for the injunction im the 
Missouri river rate case, which lo regarded 
as one of the most important decisions ever 
issued by the interstate commerce commis- 
om was heard by Judges Grosecup, Seaman, 
and Baker, who will decide today whether to 
issue the preliminary injunction or to teke 
the case under advisement. 

Roads’ Case Presented. 

W. D. McHugh of Omaha, who presented 
the case of the railroads, contended that 
the order was beyond the power of the inter- 
state commission in that it deprived the rail- 
roads of the right to make a reasonable 
rate for the service performed. 

“The order compels the railroads to lower 
their rates on all classes of freight when 
shipped from the east,” said Mr. McHugh, 
„and its effect is that the shipper on the 
Atlantic seaboard or on the Missouri river, 
who will have the advantage of the through 
rate, will have his goods t be- 
tween the rivers cheaper than the interme- 
diate shipper at Chicago or St. Louis, who 
receives freight from the east and reships it.“ 

Mr. McHugh then proceeded to show that 
while in case of a single road long dis- 
tance t rtation may cost less than 
local business, because the heavy terminal 
expense is distributed over more mileage, in 
the case of two roads, one ending and one 
beginning at Chicago, the expense to the 
road of transferring freight from one car to 
another or from one train to another ig 
actually greater. The reason for this is the 
necessity of double switching service and 
reloading. 


Operates Against Chicago. 


The claim wae presented that the reduction 


made by the commission in no way affected 
the general public, but only operated in favor 
of New York and the Mlesouri river cities to 
the disadvantage of cago and St. Louis 
jobbers, who would be compelled to pay the 
higher local rates. Affidavits were presented 
to show that the through transportation 
through Chicago costs more than local hauls. 

Mr. McHugh contended that the rates now 
existing are reasoanble and said that their 
reasonableness had never been questioned in 
the original case before the commission. 

“The commission hee singled out certain 
cities,” he declared, and said they can have 
lower rates than the general public. This le 
not regulation; it is pure, bald, discrimina- 
tion.”’ 

Luther M. Walter,. attorney for the inter- 
state commerce commission, who followed 
Mr, McHugh with his argument n the 


-Injunction, said: 


The principle which the railroads are at- 
tacking in this case im exactly the same as 
the one that they have themselves applied in 
the rates from New York to St. Paul. The 
local from New York to Chicago is 75 cents, 
and from Chicago to St. Paul it ie 60 cents, yet 
the Chicago-8t. Paul lines have combined 
with the Chicago-New York lines and have 
established a joint through rate from New 


York to St. Paul of $1.15, or 20 cents leas than 


the sum of the local.“

The detective saw the thief pick up the sult 
ase from the platform and immediately 
came to the conclusion that the paroled one 
had pulled off another job,” but the guard 
had slammed the gate and started the train 
before the detective could alight.
